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LET'S NOT JUNK PEST DISTRICT 


Citrus growers in the southern Tulare county area are ob- 
viously disenchanted with operation of the Central California 
Citrus Pest Control agency, an organization of five "local" citrus 
pest control districts in Kern, Tulare and Fresno counties, designed 
to find and eliminate red scale infestations in citrus orchards. 

Evidence of dissatisfaction was obvious at Monday's meeting 
of growers in the Southern Tulare County Citrus Pest control dis- 
trict when they voted not to go along with an agency request for 
$150,000 as an excess budget item to cover cost of three spray- 
ings of red scale infested acreage. 

Current budget of the agency, supplied by the five local 
districts is $461,140, of which the southern county district is com- 
mitted for its percentage share of $121,464 to operate the agen- 

Growers did not see fit to kick in another $31,500 as their 
share of the requested $150,000 budget. 


As we see the problem, citrus growers are most certainly 
aware of the serious threat of red scale. They have lost con- 
fidence, however, in management and operation of the Cen- 
tral agency. 

Why? 


The complaints that we hear, and have heard for some time, 
are: |. A lack of adequate red scale inspection by the agency; 
2. Lack of information, as to agency expenditures and program, 
from agency to growers; 3. Failure of the agency to appraise the 
red scale problem, set up a yearly budget, then live within that 
budget; and 4. The paying of a disproportionate share of the 
cost of red scale contrel by southern county growers who have 
a lesser problem compared to cost of contral in the northern Tu- 
lare county area and in Fresno county, where the problem is 
more severe, resulting in a "subsidy" of the growers to the north 
by southern Tulare county growers. 


' 

We believe that these complaints are legitimate, but we also 
believe that an area-wide attack on the red scale problem is 
necessary, and economically advisable. 

Consequently we would strongly urge that neither the South- 
ern Tulare County Red Scale district, nor the Central agency be 
junked at this time. 

We suggest that growers study the ramifications of opera- 
tion of the southern county district as a separate entity; also the 
possibility of revamping the Central mart 

After this is done, after honest, eyeball to eyeball discussions 
between growers and directors of the southern county district 
and commissioners of the Central agency, then the future course 
of red scale control can be more intelligently planned. 

One thing appears certain at this point. Changes have to
